It seems just and proper that this pictorial record of Wyoming Val- 
a ley’s Flood of 1936—a mad overflow that spread death and desolation 
‘ePysLic 2 over a dozen populous communities—should be dedicated to the cause 
series "aes of Flood Control along the Susquehanna River. 


And because historians will record those dark days of March, 1936, 
as the worst river calamity since the ice gorge flood of 1875, it is further 


fitting that this book be doubly dedicated. 


Thus, we pay tribute to the multiple agencies of Mercy whose combat 
with the elements during that troubled time will never be erased from 
memory. 


Looking backward at the horror that befell Wyoming Valley in the 
ten-day eternity following the first rush of water on March 11, 1936, 
brings only too vividly to mind, the neglect of an otherwise alert com- 
munity to an ever-present danger. 

For not one flood, but two, was the disastrous visitation of that in- 
delible period as the Susquehanna swept over Nature’s restraining bank 
barriers into areas that had never before in this generation, experienced 
the terror of raging water. 

Hardly had thousands of stricken townspeople along 15 miles of river 
front recovered from staggering blows of the first overflow than an- 
other, far worse, was upon them. 


Black Friday, March 13, saw a crest of 28.85 feet—highest stage of 
the first flood. ‘

Hundreds of refugees who fled from homes in Kingston, Forty Fort, 
Duryea, West Pittston, Exeter, Wyoming, Edwardsville, Plains and 
Hanover Townships, Plymouth, Nanticoke, West Nanticoke and Shick- 
shinny, made their way back to devastated dwellings. 


They had been rescued through combined efforts of disaster agencies 
under the experienced direction of the Red Cross. 


Stark tragedy was revealed as the sullen river receded and an entire 
family of four Westmoor residents was wiped out by escaping gas as 


they slept in their marooned home. 

Mobilized under the Red Cross disaster banner were authorities and 
employes of every municipal department within the flood zone, the 
rogth Field Artillery, U. S. Coast Guard, War Veterans’ organizations, 
the CCC, WPA, State Police, State Highway Patrol, Y. M. C. A., Y. 
W.C. A., Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, all civic, social and fraternal agen- 
cies and organized volunteers. 

Stricken towns rallied over the week-end and barely regained calm 
balance when it became evident the worst was yet to come. 

From an assuring stage of 17.27 feet on Monday, March 16, the Sus- 
quehanna mounted upward as heavy rains continued in Towanda and 
New York State.. 

Tuesday, March 17, brought fearful news that upper reaches of the 
river were again under water. 

Terror increased when the next 24 hours witnessed a rise that made

inevitable a crest of at least 32 feet. Coast 
Guard boats, back at seaboard stations, were 
frantically recalled. 


President Roosevelt, apprised of the impend- 
ing catastrophe by Carl C. Leighton, disaster 
chairman, gave blanket authority for use of 
every federal resource here. 

Evacuation warnings flashed to the lowlands, 
but many who passed through the first flood 
unscathed elected to remain in their homes. 

Six Coast Guard boats answered Wyoming 
Valley’s second appeal. Inadequate to the emer- 
gency, they were strengthened by a dozen more. 

The reign of terror spread as Wednesday 
night, Thursday and part of Friday saw evacu- 
ation of 15,000 to 18,000 suffering men, women 
and children. 

Hospitals quickly filled to capacity. Heroism, 
tales of which will be told to our grandchildren, 
was on all sides. 


Drowings and narrow escapes in swirling 
waters were recorded. Sick and aged succumbed 
to exposure even after they were rescued.

And then the Susquehanna could rise no 
more. At 2 a. m. Friday, March 20, the 33.07 
foot crest was reached. 


Thousands were still marooned, suffering 
from hunger and cold as electricity was sus- 
pended and gas mains shut off. 

Troops rushed here to aid weary soldiers of 
the gallant rogth Artillery. Military policing 
was ordered as rehabilitation began. 


Even as this volume is being readied for the 
printer, disaster work is still at top speed. Care 
is needed for sufferers, for babes born as raging 
water rolled past their windows. 


In the background, health agencies are guard- 
ing against outbreak of disease. So far they 
have been miraculously successful. God grant 
their good fortune may continue.

Terrifying, yet magnifi- 
cent in the terrible 
sweep of its power, the 
mad Susquehanna 
stretches forth far be- 
yond the limits of its 
normal channel. 


Taken at the height of 
the Flood of 1936, this 
masterpiece of photo- 
graphic art was made 
possible from a pinnacle 
of the Coal Exchange 
Building at West Mar- 
ket and River Streets, 
Wilkes-Barre. 
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Spreading out to the 
north, east, west and 
south, as far as the eye 
can reach, the swirling 
waters give graphic tes- 
timony to the power and 
wrath of an unleashed 
element.
